This case was supervised by SA W. J. Hurley, who prepared 
the various memoranda of transmittal to the Department.

2. Inquiries bear out the Director' s feelings that as a "svste n>" "selective 
supervision ! ' is ineffective and should be abolished. It has tended to create undesirable 
misconception that there can be only two extremes: "full" supervision at one end, or "se- 
lective" supervision at the other end. To correct this, Inspector feels we must first 
"clear the air" by telling supervisors these "labels" are abolished. We should then ad- 
vise them there is no "double standard" ; that basic responsibility is same in all types of ^

Boections and very fact Director personally emphasized this to Phillips twice in inter 
(views, the Director was certainly justified in recently commenting, "Apparently my

This is Phillips' first offense in inspections. Other than alleging 
"failure to grasp" the objective, he makes no excuses, openly admits he blundered 
and expresses a dedicated res n]vf> to do the Job right iDJMiatme. As the Director 
has so often said, good intentions are not what the Bureau has been built up oju. 

Were it not for Mr. Tamm's recommendation, I would favor censure and 
probation for PhiUips, thus giving the Bureau the chance to benefit from its sizeab 
investment in PhiUips' inspection training and the lesson this should have taught him. 
However, since Mr. Tamm is responsible for inspections and would be accountable 
for any future failurfi^of PhiUips, and since Mr. Tamm has clearly indicated a com- 
plete loss of confidence in PhiUips as an Inspector by recor^mendiqg his removal,

For the Director's information, Mr. Alex Rosen, Assistant Director, 
Investigative Division, celebrates his 25th Anniversary of service with the Bureau 
on 10-16^5 8. ' 

For his further information, Mr. Rosen celebrated his 20th Anniversary 
on- 10-16-53. Since then he has been commended on 17 occasions, censured 36 
times and placed on probation 3 times. He was placed on probation 6-26-58 as a 
result of weaknesses which existed in the Deserter Fugitive Unit and is still con- 
tinued in a probationary status.

This is a brief and concise summary of Mr. Rosen *s recot*d for 
the Director's use. On 10-16-58 Mr. Rosen celebrates his 25th anniversary 
with the FBI. 

A review of his file reflects that he was designated Assistant 

(Director, Investigative Division on 2-13-42, he is 53 years old and is 
single. He has not been commended during the past year. On 3-31-5S Mr. 
Tolson rated him SATISFACTORY. 

During the past y ear he was censured on ts£L..a£Sa3ions , the last 
being on 8-26-58, for the inadequate functioning of the Investigative 
Division in connection with a phase of the Bank Robbery case concerning 
the Greenv/ood Branch of the Seattle First National Banic. On 6-26-58 he 
was censured and placed on probation for failure to detect and eliminate 

Iv/eaknesses found dxiring a special inspection of the Deserter Fugitive Uhit-^ 
in his division and failure to emphasize old pending Deserter Fugitive 
Cases. 

He does not list offices of preference. 

On 7-10-5S the Director saw LIr. Rosen, who called to express 
his regrets over the deplorable situation v/hich had arisen in the Investi- 
gative Division in the Fugitive Section and stated that he v/ould certainly 
endeavor to see there was not a recurrence of that type of situation. 
The Director was thoroughly disgusted at the manner in which he had been 
supervising the Investigative Division and the incident in the Fugitive 
Section where it v/as found there v/as little coordination and a series* 
of incidents which shoY/ed he had not exercised the proper supervisory 
direction of that Division. The Director told him that he should immedi- 
ately remove . him as Assistant Director, but he intended to give him just 
one more chance. The Director ordered a prompt inspection of all sections 
of the Investigative Division and if the conditions were not found to be 
satisfacto3?y, it would be necessary for the Director to replace him. EIr. 
jfeosen indicated he would certainly do everything within his power to have 
phis Division in proper condition when thezriTispection^'v/as maOe.

REMOVAL FROM PROBATION 



The Director has instructed that a review be made to determine 
whether Mr. Rosen should be removed from probation. 

Mr. Rosen was censured and placed on probation June 26, 1958, in 
view of findings ofe Inspector H. L. Edwards during the special inspection of the 
Deserter Fugitive Unit. On July 10, 1958, the Director saw Mr. Rosen who had 
called to esspress his regrets over the deplorable situation which had arisen in 
the Investigative Division. The Director told him he was thoroughly disgusted 
ajfe the manner in which he had been supervising the Investigative Division and that 
the recent incident in the Fugitive Section was merely a culmination of a series 
of incidents which showed he had not exercised the proper supervisory direction 
of his division. The Director called Mr. Rosen's attention to numerous weaknesses 
which he had detected in the operations of the Investigative Division. Mr. Rosen 
indicated he would do everything within his power to have the Division in proper 
condition when the forthcoming inspection was made. 

On August 26, 1958, Mr. Rosen was censured for the inadequate 
functioning of the Investigative Division in connection with a phase of a bank 
robbery case concerning the Greenwood Branch of the Seattle First National Bank. 
An unreasonable delay had occurred before appropriate action was taken in 
connection with a suspect whose name had been furnished by another law enforcement 
agency. 

Mr. Rosen's, average daily overtime for April was 3 hours and 17 minutesj 
May - 3 hours and 9 minutes; June - 3 hours and 49 minutesj July - 3 hours and 22 
minutes; August - 3 hours and 25 minutes and September 2 hours and 48 minutes.

I have examined the explanation submitted by Supervisor Dunbar a; 
to why he approved the action taken in this. case. 

His answer is straightforward and honest. 

I did not have this airtel called to my attention and the question has 
been, asked whether this airtel addressed to the Attention Laboratory would 
have been called by me to the Director's attention to seek his approval for 
the covering of the leads. I am svire, upon examining the facts given to 
me, that I would not have bothered the Director with this airtel if it had 
been called to my attention. 

I do, however, emphatically agree with the Director that not- 
withstanding the fact the Congressman is satisfied, the Director is not, 

I believe it desirable to re-evaluate all leads, the purpose' of which 
might be misconstrued, particularly in areas where tense racial situations 
exist. This is si^gested because persons who might Imye been fully co- 
operative in the past may now in recent v/eeks and months h0^ be^n subjected 
to pressures which generate antagonism gainst any reprfeseiitatives of the 
Federal Government. Consequently, we should alert the field to this 
possibility existing in any of our interviews and we should set out the urgent 
need for the utmost care in handling all leads.

The 
efficient and esrpert manner in which they performed has brought extensive favorable 
publicity to the Bureau.

The services of each of the above agents have been satisfactory during the 
past three years. Each was rated excellent on 1960 annual performance rating and is 
completely available. There follows additional comments: be

I have reviewed the restdts of the recent inspection of 
the Investigative Division and^ based upon the Inspector's findings, 
the various operations are rated as follows: Hiy^cal Condition and 
Maintenance, Investigative Operations and Personnel Matters > Very 
Goodj Administrative Matters and Contacts and Liaison « Good. 

It was ascertained that the space occupied by the 
Investigative Division was generally neat, clean and maintained in 
an orderly fashion. It is incumbent upon you to assure that the space 
available to your division continues to be equitably shared under the 
present crowded circumstances* As the Inspector pointed out, you 
should e3^)edite the establishment of ^appropriate office space for the 
Civil Rights Section and also concentrate on providing suitable, 
private office space for Section Chiefs C. L. McGowan and 
T. J. McAndrews. 

I was pleased to note that the work load was adequate 
and equitably distributed and that the mail emanating from your division 
flowed smoothly. The importance of maintaining an even flow of mail 
is something which is of vital concern to me and you must continue to 
afford this matter your close personal supervision in order to preclude 
any delinquency from developing. In line with the over-all handling of 
ma0, I noted that the Inspector found ten pieces of correspondence in a 
^ delinquent status during a check of mail in the Investigative IWvision. 
f 'I While ail the delinquencies were satisfactorily ea^lained, I cannot over- 
L I emphasize the absolute necessity of fully discharging all of our super- 
U. j visory responsibilities within the prescribed time.

It "was particularly gratifying to note that the Bureau's 
accomplishments are uniformly higher in all categories during the 
first ten months 6f the 1960 fiscal year as compared -with the similar 
period in the previous fiscal year. Statistical accomplishments are 
cme of the principal standards by which the Bureau is judged and there 
is no phase of the fovestigatlve Division* s operatl<»is which is of 
greater importance. Continue to follow this matter closely and exert 
every conceivable effort to guarantee surpassing the 1950 fiscal year 
accomplishments in every possible category. 

, The Inspector made ajminalysis of the field delinquency 
in classifications supervised Ity the Investigative Division and determined 
that the matter of delinquency in field operations is being afforded very 
close supervision^ It was noted, however, that as of April 30, 1960, 
there were four classifications handled within your division which had 
a delinquency of ten per cent or more. While it Is recognized that these 
delinquencies w6re promptly called to the field's attention, it is 
essential to keep all of our work in a current status. 

Few criminal categories are of greater importance 
than violations involving the Federal Bank Robbery Statutes* It is 
in this area, perhaps more so than in any other, that the public gauges 
the effectiveness of our entire operation. I was, therefore, pleased 
to note that thus far convictions, sentences imposed and savings and 
recoveries in bank robbery cases exceed the comparable period in 
the last fiscal year. I am, however, disturbed by the fact that of the 
violationa reported thus far this fiscal year, seventy<^six have been 
closed unsolved and that there are two hundred twenty »f our unsolved 
cases in a pending status. I want the Inspector's instructions regarding 
the analysis of closed unsolved bank robbery cases during the time of 
the various field offices' semiannual administrative review carried 
out to the fullest extent. We must be absolutely certain that every 
avenue of logical investigative approach is thoroughly ei^lored before 
allowing the field to close a case* I esq^ect to see the number of closed 
and pending unsolved violations of the Federal Bank Robbery Statutes 
drastically reduced.

The administrative steps ts^en to assure prompt, 
thorough and vigorous investigative attention to alleged violations of 
the Labor-Management Beporting and Disclosure Act of 1059 are 
most reassuring. We must stay on top of these cases at all times; 
however, as the Inspector indicated, we mu#t also 1>e in a position 
to reduce the supervisory personnel assigned to this classification 
in the event the anticipated case load fails to develop. 

The tacre^e in the numljer of both criminal informants 
and potential criminal informants is encouraging and clearly indicates 
a keen degree of alertness to the importance of this program on the 
part of your division. Certainly, the gains reflected in the accomplish*' 
ments under this program vividly illustrate the results which are 
achieved through a vigorous s^proach. We must not, however, relax 
in our efforts to constantly strive to ctevelop even higher quali^ 
iitformants. 

While the fiispector noted that the Investigative Division 
generally afforded cases effective supervision, it was in the area of 
cases handled liy the Bureau on a volume Imsis that the greatest wealE- 
nass wa^ detected. It should not have been necessary lor the Inspector 
to institute a uniform system of controls in order to assure that the 
important semiannual aidministrative reviews of cases in field offices 
are carried out on a ctu^rent tmsis. I was disturbed ^ the backlog of 
these delinquent matters existing in the Fugitive Section. While I 
recc^ize that in the thirty-three delinquencies noted, other adminis- 
trative steps had been taken in all but three instances, I insist that 
the Inspector* 8 deadline to eradicate this delinquency by June 30, 1960, 
be met. This supervisory shortcoming should not be allowed to recur. 

As you know, I approved the trial consolidation of the 
Special Inquiry and jSmployees Security Sections. I am fully cognizant 
of the fact that future developments might well necessitate a re- 
evaluation of this consolidation, but in the meantime I esqi^ect this 
merger to result in a tightly run and economical operation.

The decrease In errors in correspondence detected oat- 
side the Investigative Division was encouraging. The Bureau is judged 
hy its accuracy and as you well know, I es^ct the elimination of all 
errora in correspondence. I was very pleased to note that the 
combined stenograpnic-typist production was 3.16 pages per hour. 
This was a decided improvement over the last Inspection. 

While the errors detected in connection with the Number 
One Hegisters were not substantive in nature^ I fully eiqpect complete 
accuracy in the execution of official registers. In connection with 
economioal operating procedures, great care must be exercised in 
connection with long-distance telephone calls. While it is recognised 
that imperative investigative matters often require the use of long* 
distance telephone facilities, these calls must be kept at the minimum 
and handled with the greatest possible brevity. The Inspector^ s 
instructions regarding a conUnual stuc^ of investigative deadlines 
imposed upon tSxB field offices must be borne in mind. Any unreason* 
able deadline creates unnecessary esqpense and the possibility of 
wasted investigative time. 

I noted with some concern the fact that you were only 
able to be present at four out of a scheduled twenty-two appearances 
thus far this year b^ore In-Service classes. I realize that extremely 
important investigative developments; high-level conferences and 
annual leave are factors wiiich must be considered, but the fact remains 
that it is mainly through In-Service classes that our investigative staff 
gets an importunity to discuss matters with the Bureau*s top officials. 
I fully eapect you to improve your attendance record before these classes. 

The Inspector stated that morale throu^out the 
Investigative Division was high and that voluntary overtime was 
performed in an equitable, unscheduled and productive manner. Your 
personnel assigned was adequate, but not excessive, and I was 
particularly pleased to note that you did not find it necessary to request 
additional personnel, other than necessary replacements.

la connection with the Bureaus Contact Program, I 
am disappointei by your participation to dctc im^ I mii3t once again 
stress the importance which I personally place on this field of endeavor. 
If the Bureau la to achieve the desired benefits from this program it is 
essential that it receive the full and wholehearted support of you and 
your entire supervisory staff. I want you to afford this prt^ram your 
personal attention and insist upon a vigorous program of significant 
outside contact work on the part of all members of your supervisory 
staff 'fl^ich will accrue benefitsi to the Boreau as a whole. 

I was pleased to note that you personally handle liaiison 
with top officials of the Department and that the liaison effected 
within their various spheres of activity hy the sections *witljin the 
Investigative Division is entirely satisfactory. 

It was most reassuring to note that the Crime Eecords 
Division classified the cooperation of tlie Investigative Division as 
excellent in connection with the important field of press matters. 

The various findings of the Inspection titaff have already 
been called to your attention. The observations brought to your 
attention during the course of the inspection should be carefuUy 
reviewed with your supervisory staff. Carefully study the inspection 
report and the summary memorandum concerning the work papers 
which were left with you and inform tiie Truiuin^ and Inspection Division 
promptly, and in detail, of the action tcicen hy you to correct delinquencies 
detected during the course of the inspection*

Inspector James Ry Malley who was aware of the information 
having had it brought to his attention some time after the instant 
investigation came into prominence. 

I have gone over in detail the manner in which the above men 
handled this matter and they have emphatically told me that there was 
I absolutely no intention to withhold this information. They have advised 
me that they are mortified of the fact that this information was not called 
to the Director's attention when this matter came into prominence but 
they had been working around the clock on this matter and it was only 
through inadvertence and because so many items of current and immediate 
interest were occurring that required immediate handling that this situation 
developed. They deeply regret that this occurred and wish to assure the 
Director that such a situation will not again occur. 

Supervisor John B.ACook who overheard a conversation between 
{two Departmental Attorneys either on May 22 or May 23, 1962, during which 
'they said they agreed with the U. S. Attorney's decision in 1961 declining 
action in the Billie Sol Estes case. Mr. Cook was in the Department on 
May 22 or 23, 1962, on another matter not involving the Estes case. He is 
the Supervisor who handled the 1961 closed case concerning Estes, and while 
\ in the Department overheard the conversation. On Wednesday night,. May 23, 
j at the time this matter was being checked into, having been called to our

This is a brief summary of Mr. Rosen^ s record for the 
Director's use. 

Mr. Rosen entered on duty on 10-16-33 and is presently serving 
as Assistant Director in the General Investigative Division. He was rated 
OUTSTANDING on his 1962 annual performance report and he received a CASH 
AWARD of $500 in recognition of the outstanding rating. In the past year 
he was COMMENDED once. 

By letter dated 6-1-62 he was CENSURED for the failure of his 
division to immediately advise the Director of the fact that a prior Bureau 
investigation of Billie Sol Estes had been conducted in 1961. 

On 7-11-62 he was CENSURED & PLACED ON PROBATION for his failure 
to advise the Director of extremely important information relating to the 
Bureau's investigation regarding Billie Sol Estes, namely a request by 
the Mc Clellan^. Committee that wa hold in abeyance interviews v/ith Louie 
N. Dumas and Arthur D. Stone who were scheduled to testify before this 
group. 

By letter dated 7-20-62 he was CENSURED & CONTINUED ON PROBATION 
for the failure of the Oklahoma City Office and the General Investigative 
Division to set out information regarding a previous investigation and 
conviction of Louie N. Dumas. In addition to the shortcomings on the part 
of his division, it was obvious that he was most culpable in failing to 
properly brief the SAC of the Oklahoma City Office concerning the importaaxse 
of the Billie Sol Estes case and the absolute necessity of insuring that the 
Bureau's responsibilities were completely covered. In connection with the 
handling of the Billie Sol Estes case by the General Investigative 
Division, the Director indicated that there was too much "executiveitis" 
in that division^and that there were too many generals and too fewjba 
sergeants.

This teletype mentioned that a confidential source had been established 
on material copied by the McClellan Committee and was not properly en- 
coded to insure complete security of the confidential technique utilized.

Regarding check No. 5182 and the voucher, SA Bare states he has positively 
no recollection of thig check being brought to his attention and that he is 

(positive the voucher was never brought to his attention, that he did not 
observe the voucher at any time. The cancelled check 9nd voucher were jjgt 
entered on his work schedule prepared \yy him and definitely would have been 
entered if brought to his attention. The El Paso Office examined the work 
papers prepared by Agent Bare and a review of these fails to reflect any 

J entry covering the cancelled check and voucher No. 5182. SA Bare is assigned 
to the AIlDfuquerque Office and was on the Estes special at El Paso, Texas. 

In connection with pur investigation into allegations of irregularities 
in cotton allotments^ our Oklahoma Cily Office interviewed Louis N. Dumas 
and obtained from Mm a signed sworn statement on May 28, 1962. Among other 
things^ Dunias stated, '^that at no time was any offer made to Arthur Stone 

)pr myseK of financial reward or any other material gain to get us to help in 
the transfer of the cotton allotments. " 

On May 29^ 1962, our Oklahoma City Office interviewed Arthur D. 
Stoiie under oath and obtained a signed sworn statement. He also denied any 
bribe offer to him or Dumas in connection with the transfer of cotton allotments. 

On May 30^ 1962, our Dallas Offipe interviewed Parnell :Edward 
Biggerstaff in connection with his association with and dealings on behalE of 
Estes. He admitted being a "finder" for JEstes and selling cotton land to 
farmers who would transfer their cotton allotment to Texas. He denied having 
any contacts with Government employees and did not know of anyone being 
"paid off, " 

The results of the above interviews were furnished to the Criminal 
Division of the Department in FjBI reports of June 5 and June 19, 1962. On 
Jiine^, 1962, Biggerstaff advised that after his prior interview With the FBI, 
he conferred with his attorney who advised him to furnish all information to 
the FBJ. A signed gworn statement w^-S taken from Biggerstaff in which he 
stated that in July of 1961, he learned in conversation with Bobbie Frank JEstes 
and Glenn Blake th^-t they were paying a farmer in Pittsburg County, Oklahoma, 
$5, 00 per acre for locating farmers who would purchase land in the Texas 
area. Biggerstaff made the statement that the '^bqys in the ASC (Agriculture 
Stabilization and Conservation Service) office in Mcintosh County^ Oklahoma, 
should get something for their trouble. " Biggerstaff stated that he was then 
given an envelopp for delivery to the ASC office which, in his opinion, con- 
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itained ^ound $1600. He placed the envelope on the desk of Dumas, stating 
I to him;, ^^here is a little present for you. *^ According to Biggerstaff, Duinas 
made no statement and was not s^eeii to touch the envelope and he had no 
further contact with Dumas ^ince that time.

On interview on June 20, 1962, Biggerstaff advised that he had been 



interviewed by an investigator for the McClellan Committee, 

in early June!^ 1962, and had been subpoenaed to appear in Washington on 
June 27, 1962^ for hearing. Biggerstaff stated that he did not furnish the 
McClellan Committee investigator with information as to the payoff of ASC 
officials. 

The results of the interview of Biggerstaff were furnished to the 
Department on the morning of June 21, 1962, and set forth in our weekly 
memorandimi to the Attorney General on June 21, 1962. 

Based on this information, the Oklahoma City Office was instructed 
to locate and interview Dumas and Stone, On June 23, 1962, Oklahoma City 
advised that it had learned from the Agriculture Department's office at Eufaula, 
Oklahoma, that Duma^s and Stpne had departed the past week end for McClellan 
Committee hearings in Washington. The office was not aware of the maaner in 
which they could be contacted while in attendance at Committee hearings. 
Dumas had hoped to return to Eufaulp, within the next three or four days. 

The Washington Field Office attempted to locate Duma^ and Stone for 
interview concerning Biggerstaff ^s allegations of June 20, 1962, and on June 27, 

11962, contacted the McClellan Committee to ascertain if they were at the Com- 
mittee and where they were- ^tasnlng in Washington if that were known. At that 
time, we learned that Dumag and Stone were in the Committee offices for interview^ 

On June 28, 1962, the Washington Field Office again checked with the 
McClellan Committee and learned that Pumas and Stone had been at the 
McClellan Committee the prior evening and were on June 28, 1962, in the 
Committee offices standing by for further interview and to testify when called. 
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On June I9, 1962., Inspector Charlesf H. Stanley received a telephone 
call from Don O'JDonnell, Committee Counsel of the McClellan Committee, ^ho 
stated that Senator McClellan had requested the Bureau to hold jn abeyance its 
interview of Biggergtaff, Bumas, and.Stone until after they had testified. We 
learned that thesfr three tndiiaduais had fciefen standinig by in the committee room 
and were expected to testify momentarity. On that date, Secretary of Agriculture 
Oryilie Freeman was still testifyiag and being questioned. 

On the same date the Oojnmittee^s liaison representatiye advised 
the Washington Field Office that they w^re qf the opinion that any effort to 
viteryiew thege persons prior to their testimony wpuld be highly imdesir^ble 
and that, he would advise the Washington. Field Ofl^ice as ^oon as he learned 
tiiat they had been discharged by tiie Opmmittee. 

Section Chief William B. Welte, on receipt of the aboye request from 
the McCIidlaii Committee, tpok intp cpnsiideratipn at that time that these individuals 
were brought to- Washington, B. C, \3S the McClellan Committee under subpoena 
aiid had been at, the McClellaa Committee the entire <iay pn each day that they 
ivere in Washington aAdthat anyiiight interviews with, them would be undesirable, 
as well as interviews with these iadividuals ia the committee space at the Capitol, 

IQf conQern wag the desire to not interview potential ^itaesses too clpse to the 
time that they topk the jstand before the McClellan Committee in view pf the 
possible tindesirable pybliQiiy of FBI interfering with Cpmmittee ivitnesses, which 
coiddppssibly result. The Washington Field Ofifice was, therefore, infprmed 
by Welte on Jime Z% 1962, that inasmuch as ttoe i^^itnesses were monientarily 
expected to. testify they should hpldin abeyance at that time efEprl?g to interview 
the Witnesses since, they wpuld be made available immediately after testifying. 
The CPmmittee stated it was anticipated that gtone and Buinas would deiiy receiving 
any money from Bj^gerstaff as tixey had in the past, both to the McClellan 
Committee investigators an.d-to our Agents. (While it was npt a factor at that 
time, it is questionable ivh^ther or npt Dumas and Stpne would have brpken 
/^ inasmuch as Snyder and Bare had ixot pursued logical investigatipn, re cancelled 
/ check and voucher reflectijig payments tp Dumon and Stphe from the files of 
' *^ Estes, having only the statements of Biggerstaff concerning Diimas and Stone* ) 

The Crimihal Sectipn prepare<ru memorandum dated June 29, 196E, 
ppiriting out the rea;son why we had been desirPus pf interviewing the three and 
that we had been attemptii]^ tp locate and interview them in Washington, where 
they were under subpoena by the McClellan Cpmmittee and expected tp testify 
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. momentarily,. The fact that Senator McClellan requested we withhold our 
Jinterview was set forth. Thi^ memorandum^ dated Jxme 29, 1962, was called 
ta my attention by Inspector James R. Malley on J une 29, 1962 . Inasmuch 
as I was advised the Committee anticipated that these individuals would 
testify momentarily, I asked that the results of their testimony be immediately 
set forth and gent forward. 

On Jiily 2,. 1962, the Washington Field Office advised that the 
McClellan Committee had Secretary of Agriculture Orville Freeman on the 
stand until 6:45 p. m, ^ June 29, 1962, under questioning by the Senators. 
The Senators had indicated there were forther questions to ask of Freeman 
and the hearing wa0 adjourned until 10:i90 a. m. ,^ Thursday, July 5, 1962. 

Secretary of Agriculture F'reeman took the stand on. July 5, 1962, 
and remained on the stand the entire day. On July 6, 1962, Biggerstaff and 
subsequently Stone and tXima^ took the stand.

fecial Agent Darwin B. Bate, assigned to the Albuquerque Office, 
was on ^ ecial in iMs case working in the same group with Special Agent 
Robert L. Snyder (Minneapolis Office). They were at 'Pecos, Texas, examin- 
ing Estes' records. Agent Bare was working in the same office with Agent 
t3ny4er. Snyder made a record in this case showing he received' the cancelled 
check and voticher from a -representative of the McClellan Committee and 
that he^ in turn^ gave this material to Agent Bare for appropriate handling. 

I'll Records in the El Paso Office contain no information showing that 

I II any action was taken by A^ent Bare and when he was contacted, he stated he 
nl had no recollection concerning this item. There was no follow-up system 
If' utilized by the El Paso Office. It was the Agent's responsibility to follow 
through on any item given to him for handling, due to the large number of 
records being processed (approsdmately 40, 000). It is noted that Bare was 
working in the samie office with Agent Snyder. The El Paso Office has stated 
that it has no possible way of obtaining further information concerning this matter. 

SAdC Crosby states that in connec&on with such items, Agent Snyder 
personally handed these items to the Agents who were responsible for taking 
further action. Although Bare does not recall receiving the particular item in 
question,, it is observed that it is M^it^jjm^ikglif Snyder,, who can account for his 
actions and who did work with Bare on other matters and who, according to SAC 
Crosby, personally handed these items which were obtained to the individual Agents,, 
I \ would make notes that are not accurate. It is. noted that Bare has advised 
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that records concerning politics,! contributions and/or gifts and favors to 
political figures and Government employees were either located by him through 
examination of general lecher expense accounts Or in most instances were 
brought to his attention by other Agents making examinations of cancelled 
checks and vouchers. 

It is iioted that Agent Bare is a veteran and has been an Agent since 
1949, Previous to that time lie w^s a Fingerprint Classifier from December, 
1941 to 1943, and he returned from the Service in January^ 1946. It is recom- 
mended that he be censured, placed on probation, and suspended for thirty

Special Agent Robert L. jSny^^ei!^ Mnneapolis^^utffice, was assigned 
to the Ejstes case on special assignment. He made a record in this case showing 
he received the cancelled check aiid voucher from a representative of the 
McCleUan Committee and that he, in turn, gave this material to Agent Bare 
for appropriate handling. Records in the Jll Paso Office contain no infor- 
mation showing that any further action was taken by Agent $nyder with reference 
to this. His records merely ^how that he handed it to Agent Bare and now 
Bare states he has no recollection of receiving this item. Although Snvder 

I rjecails gie item and his records reflect he gaye it to Bare, Agent Bare states 
he has no recollection of this item, nor does he have any documentation to 
support his position. The EI Paso Office has stated it has no possible way of 
Obtaining further information concerning this. 

While Agent Snyder has the record to rely upon^ ihere is iiO proof 
that he actually followed through and gave the material to Agent Bare. Agent

when he was reinstated. Ho is a fully qualified accountant. Jt is recommended 
that he be censured, plaOed on probation, and suspended for 30 days.

was familiar with the material being submitted on a. daily basis. He was aware 

(that information^ tinder date of June 29, 1962> had been received lay the Bureau 
from the Committee that they didjuot desire tiie FBI to attenfiipt to further 
contact Committee witnesses Stone and DumajS inasniuch as they wfere expected 
Ito testify momentarily. At 6 :45 p. m. , Dumas and Stone had hot testified. No 
further action was taken Ijy SA Thompson to advise the Department of tlie 
request t>i the McCiellan Cbmmittee. This should have been done. He should 
have followed through bn the initial information furnished on June 29, 1962, 
concerning this fact as he was also aware that the Director Md not been advised 
of this. He also prepared daily memoranda on July 2, 3; 5 and 6, 1962, and did 
not incorporate the fatt that the McClelian Committee had requested that the 
Bureau not interview these two individuals in connection with his function of 
advising of the daily developments in the case. It is recommended SA Thompson 
be Censured, plated bn prbbation, and transferred. . 

Section Chief William B^^elt^^ who reeeived the information 
concerning the Committee request^ prepared a memorandum reflectiag the 
information which he received. He acted properly in doing 0o, He did^ 
however^ fail to follow on this matter inasmuch as Dumas and Stone did not 
momentarily testify on June 29, 1962,. as reported. It is recommended that 
SA Welte he censured and placed on probation.

Oklahoma City teletype to the Director, Washington Field Office, and 
Dallas dated June 22, 1962, which was sent at 7:27 p. m. , Central Standard Time, 
according to the QMahoma City file, which furnished the identity of Dumas and 
Stone an d reported the results of the bank check, was dictated by Special i^ent 
I I and was also approved by him. Supervisor Muirhead states that he did 

Inot read this teletype nor was he aware of it. SAC Teague, according to the 
Nmnber 3 Register, was at Lawton, Oklahoma, delivering a speech. He advises 
he had no knowledge of this teletype. ASAC Neagle was on leave. 

Althoi^h it is not pertinent to the^ instant inquiry, the Oklahoma City ^^ 
Office advises that with reference to the teletype of June 25, 1962, which was 
sent at 7:31 p. m. , Central Standard Time, this wire indicated that Stone and 
Dumas were possibly in Washington, D. C. , at Committee hearing and 
set forth a lead for .€&lahoma. City to interview them upon their return. This 
was in connection with the effort on the part of the Oklahoma. City Office to 
interview Dxmaas and Stone. For the record, this teletype was dictated by 
Special Agent Curtis P. Irwin, v*lo had attempted to conduct the interviews, 
and it wais approved for transmittal by. Special Agent f" ' I Supervisor 
Muirhead advises he was not aware of this teletype and did not see^it. 
.SAC Teague did not see this teletype but was advised of its content, either 
late that evening or the following day, June 26, 1962, according to his 
TecoUection. 

With reference to the Jime 25, 1962, wire, this does not seem to 
have any bearing on the delinquency in the Oklahoma City Office or here 
at the Seat of Government.

J la more effective security control of the stock issues. As it now stands, 
I J there appears to be little or no control. 

If the above loose handling of these issues by a reputable firm 

isuch as Bache and Company is the standard operating procedure in such 
firms, it would appear that sizeable issues may be missing from other 
brokerage firms. 

V/ith reference to the handling of this case at the Seat of 
Government, the New York Office advised by teletype dated July 11, 1962, 
that a preliminary inventory of the vault of Bache and Company was being 
taken in an effort to determine whether any other certificates other than 
the certificates reported by the Denver Office as a result of the arrest 
of Fisher, were missing. They indicated that approximately twenty to ^ 
thirty million dollars worth of securities were on hand in "street Name" 
and that possibly betv/een one and three million dollars worth of 
securities were missing. New York also advised that on July 11, 1962, 

I Bache put out a warning notice to the Stock Exchange listing the 
securities and certificate numbers of stocks missing from the vault 
and considered stolen. This was based upon their preliminary check. 
This list was revised as their search continued and, as indicated above,

By teletype dated July 13, 1962, New York also advised that 
the inventory was under way by Bache and that the loss cou ld amount to 
as much as three million dollars. On July 17, 1962, the New York Office 
again advised the inventory was under way to determine the exact amount.

With reference to the interview of personnel, the New York 
Office, on July 17, 1962, also advised that approximately 250 employees 
(revised to 25) have access to the vault and the investigation has 
revealed likely suspects who are heavily in debt through gambling with 
bookies. New York states that it deemed this pertinent as a means by 
which loan sharks and bookmakers could induce dishonest employees to 
steal stock certificates.

Delinquencies in handling Estes and Bacho cases rofiact adversely on 
Specific Division Operations. (Covered in detail under Administrative Operations*) 
FoUoTiTing increases in work load noted since last inspection: Accounting and Fraud 
Section 0.2%; Criminal Section 2.5%; Civil Hights Section (Civil Eights Unit lOvo and 
Organiiaations Unit 19%); Name Check Section 12%. Continued emphasis has been 
placed on Hoffa Labor r^atter cases. Department and Division also continue to 
follow closely Antitrust matters, general labor cases and civil rights and related 
matters. One substantive error and two form errors detected in 101 files reviewed. 
Field delinquency in cases supervised by Division G. 'o%, !.Iay 31, 1962. 

Statistical accomplishments for Bureau for 19^2 Fiscal Year up in all 
categories as follows: Convictions 2%; Fines, Savings and Recoveries 4^; Fugitives 
12%; and Automobiles recovered Z%, General fiavestigativo Division primarily respon- 
sible for supervision of all these categories except Fugitives and Division contributes 
to accomplishments of tliis latter category. 

Review of surveys and Intensification Programs initiated by Division 
indicates currently justified. Instructed to continually evaluate the need for these £md 
any other surveys initiated. Suggestion submitted to evaluate four major eases 
ponding wherein no clear-cut investigative jurisdiction lies with view toward reducing 
investigative activity. Based on suggestion during inspection, Division to study 
feasibility of conducting regional conferences or specialized fo-Service Training on 
White Slave Traffic Act matters.
